Produce! 


In an editorial yesterday we urged upon 
our people the need of Work, as the instru- 
mentality of our Southern redemption. 

The query arises, to what shall that 
work be devoted? In what channel shall 
it run? What special direction shall we 
give to it? How shall we work to benefit 
the country most? for of course what ever 
will advance the general prosperity, must 
further private interest. 

The great object of labor with us must 
be to—PRODUCE. 

The most important of social problems 
lies in the philosophy of this injunc- 
tion. 

Hitherto the South has been satisfied to 
produce a few leading staples, such as cot- 
ton, rice, sugar and tobacco, but very little 
eise. The result has been our absolute de- 
pendence upon the outer world for every- 
thing else. We have not even attended to 
the sale of our productions, but in tariffs 
and commissions and premiums we have 
paid out millions of money, that, kept in 
our midst, and expended upon our own 
section, would have benefitted us unspeak- 
ably. Some of the gravest questions of 
political economy are involved in this mat- 
ter. Wecannot theorize, we can only state 
a few facts. 

We must become Producers in the fullest 
sense of the word. We must produce, not 
one thing, not a few things, not many 
things, but everything, in our grasp. This 
policy is necessary to independence and 
proaperity. The fatal policy of fostering 
one matier to the exclusion of others is 
exemplified in the bitter experience of the 
last three years upon cotton. With mad 
greed our planters have neglected all 
things to raise cotton. Their fantastic 
financiering has nearly broken them. 
Planting all cotton, and no grain, they be- 
come dependent upon the foreign market 
for bread and meat. That market by with- 
holding can exact its own price. Thus 
even with a handsome yield of cotton, it 
may all be absorbed in the purchase of ne- 
cessaries. The destruction of indepen- 
dence is complete. They stand at the mer- 
cy of the foreign provision dealer, who is 
a Shylock inevitably. But let the planter 
first put in grain that under all contingen- 
cies will bread him and his labor, let him 
sow corn, wheat, oats, sorghum, peas, etc., 
and then, if he has any space left, or labor 
needing work, go at cotton. Whatever be 
the issue of the last, whether a failure or a 
success, he is safe. If he fails in his grain, 
his cotton can still obtain him provision. 
If he plants all cotton, and fails. he must go 
in debt to live. If he succeeds in both, his 
cotton is a net gain, and he is practically 
richer, for he has made so much above sub- 
sistence. 

To be independent above every contin- 
gency, therefore we must produce every- 
thing producible. Never before did a 
country more thoroughly possess within 
itself every element of life. 

We must and can produce the cotton that 
makes our shirts, and we must manufacture 
it ourselves. We must raise the sheep that 
will give us woollen garments for winter. 
We must raiseeverything to eat, and pay 
no tribute abroad on the substantials to 
keep up breath. We must produce our 
own ships, and carry our surplus products 
abroad ourselves. get in our own hands the 
gold these things bringin the markets ot 
the world, and keep that gold at home to 
enable us to produce still more. We must 
work out our coal and gold and copper and 
other minerals. We must put our water 
courses to work to produce the varied ar- 
ticles of human use. That man wo starts 
the making of a single article of useful- 
neas is a benefactor of his section. 

Produce! Produce! Produce! must be 
the. unanimous resolution of our people 
It will help to disenthrall us from commer- 
cial vassalage. It will keepin our midst 
the money our people make. It will cause 
the development of the land, and the util- 
ization and adornment of the whole coun- 
try. It will give us prestige. It will make 
us a sustaining, regulated, influential pow- 
er. It will do more to restore our section 
to its old status than any political move- 
ment wecan make. 7 

It will take the paralyzed body of South- 
ern statesmanship and put it upon its feet, 
a breathing giant, radiant with life, teem- 
ing with vitality, and strong in virtue and 
capacity.
